This law got its first trial last 
year. 
For the first time in Texas 
history, 
i l 
automobiles 
were 
cheeked for mechanical defects — 
had brakes, faulty headlights and 
worn steering gears were correct­ 
ed. 
The result: Statistics show 
the year 
1952 reversed a long 
trend by becoming a safer year for 
motorists in Texas. 
As of Jan u ­ 
ary 30 of this year, the records of 
the Department of Public Safety 
revealed that 65 less persons were 
killed 
on 
Texas 
highways 
and 
streets than in 1951. 
In the same 
time our traffic mileage was in­ 
creased by nine per cent. 
For the 
first time in over 15 years, traffic 
fatalities fell below seven persons 
per 100,000,000 vehicle miles trav­ 
eled. 
Despite the law ’s many imper­ 
fections, its first year of opera­ 
tions has contributed to the re­ 
duction of our traffic fatalities. 
Such a record deserves more than 
repeal at the hands of the Legis­ 
lature, declare those who have 
inspection law. 
Other states 
like Pennsylvania, 


New Jersey, etc., which have had 
inspection laws for years 
have 
death rates 40 to 50 per cent be- 
w Texas’ traffic toll. 
This is 
presuasive evidence that the in­ 
spection 
principle, 
properly 
ad­ 
ministered and diligently enforced, 
can sl'.et the cause of saving hu­ 
man life. 
The Legislature should 
krop this in mind and not be 
moved by considerations of politi­ 
cal expediency. 
A vote against 
the Inspection law might win some 
v o tes, hut it will lose lives— and 
-■■,11 legislators, we are sure, recog- 
r -e that they must sooner or later 
'ind solutions to our traffic toll 
or else face the severe w rath of 
the public. 


House bill 39 by Representative 
Ruehanan and Senate Bill 9 by 
Senator 
John 
Bell 
are 
honest 
attempts to correct the obvious 
deficiencies of the present law, 
and at the same time, preserve 
for Texans this life-saving meas­ 
ure. 
These two bills remove thr 
requirement that a car must be 
inspected beforP it can he regis­ 
tered. 
The Bell and Buchahnan 
bills would also confine the in ­ 
spection to only five items on the 
motor vehicle, 
namely: 
brakes, 
headlights, 
steering 
mechanism, 
horn and windshield wipers. 
The 
actual 
inspection of these 
five 
items would, under this proposed 
revision, be confined to the stan­ 
dards set 
out by the 
uniform 
traffic 
code 
law. 
These three 
changes will give to Texas a work­ 
able inspection law.

For the above we all should 
be thankful; 
but 
the 
question 
arises as to how' this w'ill affect 
your job. 
Surely both the rail­ 
roads and many 
industries are 
now profiting greatly by the Ko­ 
rean W ar. 
W hat will happen to 
them when our boys withdraw ? 


First, let us realize that our 
boys cannot withdraw until the 
South Koraens are trained and 
equipped to take their 
places. 
This means that it may be 1954 
before our hoys get hack. 
How­ 
ever, it may not reduce the num­ 
ber of new draftees. 
W ith only 
about 531,000 men in Korea, over 
1,000.000 new recruits each year 
are needed to merely provide re­ 
placements in our total military 
forces. 


W e must supply thP South Ko­ 
rean armies with food, ammuni­ 
tion and clothing. W e assume that 
our hoys will give the South Ko­ 
reans their guns and other equip­ 
ment, Including airplanes. Hence, 
by year end, as the South Koreans 
may be doing mostly only guard 
and practice work, the demand 
upon us will be m aterially cut 
down. 
Until a flare-up occurs in 
Indo-China. M alaya or somew herP 
else, the traffic of our western 
railroads will surely be much less. 
Peace or war w ill make little 
difference to thP maintenance ex­ 
pense of our N avy or its men. 
Many of the ships now patrolling 
the coast of Korea will be sent to 
other waters; hut their expenses 
will go on just the same In a way, 
this also applies to our Air Force. 
W e will lose fewer planes to be 
replaced, but they all must be 
kept in the air. 
Certain manu­ 
facturing concerns will have few­ 
er orders; but those engaged in 
processing foods, supplying cloth­ 
ing, shelter and fuel should con­ 
tinue to give full employment. W e 


must make it popular for South 
Koreans to serve in their army 
and replace the Allied troops. 
Most of the industrial activity 
today is not due to the Korean 
conflict, 
but 
to 
preparing 
for 
World W a r III. This will continuP 
to give full employment for from 
six to 12 months more. 
Further: 
more, the making of m ilitary sup­ 
plies may become a new and per­ 
manent industry for some years 
ahead. 
If so. no efficient work­ 
ers need suffer this year from an 
ending of the Korean W ar. 


Some companies may be affect­ 
ed by President Eisenhower’s de­ 
termination to avoid overlapping 
m ilitary 
orders 
and 
reducing 
costs. 
This could mean smaller 
profits 
to 
some, 
which 
would 
make 
them 
reduce 
tlieir labor 
forces and cause somP unemploy ­ 
ment in certain communities. But 
only the latest and least efficient 
employees need to be laid off. 


The above means that several 
railroads may be hurt by peace 
in the Pacific; but most industrial 
plants have nothing now to fear. 
The new administration w ill in­ 
sist on lower costs and no rush 
work or overtime. 
This means 
that 
manufacturers 
and 
wage­ 
workers must be morp efficient. 


Frankly, I feel that this will 
bn a good thing all around. 
Our 
"riding high and handsome” the 
past few years was leading to a 
had fall for us all. 
Now the new 
policy could give manufacturers 
and wage-wogkers an opportunitv 
to adjust themselves gradually to 
the new conditions. 
I visualize 
slowly declining business, but not 
panicky. 
More advertising will 
he found to he the best cushion.

Austin.- Abolishing gasoline tax 
refunds would provide for a per­ 
petual 
farm -to-m ark et 
highway 
fund and give $4,(XX),000 a year 
more for schools. 
Chairman F. H. Thornton Jr. 
of the Texas Hihway Commission 
made that assertion as he pre­ 
pared an analysis of the state's 
road situation for presentaion to 
the Legislature. 
Gasoline tax refunds go to those 
using the fuel for non-highwa\ 
purposes. 
Last 
year 
refunds 
amounted to $15,367,000 of $120,- 
244,000 collected. 
Most of the re­ 
funds go to farm ers who use gaso­ 
line for farm vehicles and m a­ 
chines, 
Thornton is ask ing for an addi­ 
tional $100,000,000 per year to 
bring Texas highways up to the 
highest 
standard 
and 
maintain 
them for the next 10 years. 


The highway commission has a 
new member, form er Senator M ar­ 
shall Formbv of Hereford, who 
succeeds Fred Wemple of Mid­ 
land. 
The third member is R. J. 
Potts of Harlingen. 


The highway problem is a foie- 
most one in the Legislature, and 
many proposals have been made 
to solve it. Governor Allan Shiv- 
t rs has ask ed the Legislature to 
add at least one cent a gallon to 
the gasoline tax to furnish addi­ 
tional money.

Houston and other cities say it 
would practically stop annexa­ 
tion and force cities to retain 
their present boundaries. 


The Senate made up its mind 
about the five-day bank ing bill - 
and k illed it. The bill, which had 
the support of some big city bank :, 
would have perm itted the finan­ 
cial institutions to operate on a 
five-day week basis. 
Opponents were bank s in small­ 
er cities, where the rural people 
come to do their bank ing and 
shopping mostly on Salurdays.

Several letters have been re­ 
vived from people back home re- 
arding the so-called McCarran- 
W alter 
immigration 
act. 
The 
measure was passed in the last 
Congress. 
The general 
purpose 
was a strengthening of the immi­ 
gration law’s and restricting the 
admission of undesirables. 
1 supported the measure whole­ 
heartedly and do not favor its re­ 
peal. 
The so-called "liberal” and 
"do-gooder” groups are opposed 
to the law. and they have put out 
i lot of propaganda a gainst i> 
which has influenced many good 
{ .'opl ■ to believe it is bad. 
If 
anytlrr.g, I favor strengthening 
it more. 


Another m atter of interest to a 
great many people is the method 
of 
appointing 
postm asters 
and 
rural letter carriers. 
Until the 
change in the administration, it 
was my responsibility to recom­ 
mend persons to these positions. 
Since the change in the adminis­ 
tration, naturally the party in 
power reserves this privilege which 
is commonly referred to as "pat­ 
ronage,” 
Those interested in such posi­ 
tions when they become vacant 
must either qualify on a civil serv­ 
ice examination or be transferred 
from a position they hold under 
civil service if their status per­ 
mits. 
As vacancies occur in these po­ 
sitions, it is suggested that any­ 
one interested contact the county 
Republican chairman as to the 
method to be used in filling the 
vacancy. 
It should be k nown 
that the person in position to 
mak e recommendations has con­ 
siderable limitations to his actions. 
In other words, he cannot simply 
go out on the street and touch a 
man on the shoulder and say he 
is “it.” Neither had the congress­ 
man any such latitude in the past. 
The Civil Service Commission 
gives an examination for these 
positions. 
Regardless of the num­ 
ber who participate in the exami­ 
nation only 
three can qualify. 
From these three, a recommenda­ 
tion can be made, but even so. 
there are limitations in connec­ 
tion with provisions of law favor­ 
ing veterans. 
It should also be 


said that neither the congressman 
nor, as the case is now, the Re­ 
publican 
county 
chairman, 
has 
anything to do with the examina­ 
tion or the grading of papers by 
the Civil Service Commission. 
If 
this were not true, there would 
be no need to hold an examina­ 
tion. 
It is my hope that this brief 
explanation may be of help to the 
Republican county chairmen, who 
I understand will have this re­ 
sponsibility from now on. 


Either next week or the follow­ 
ing, unless other subjects apjicar 
to he more interesting at the time, 
it is my expectation to discuss 
what is commonly referred to as 
the Brick er constitutional amend­ 
ment to prohibit the mak ing of 
treaties and agreements by the 
president 
with 
foreign 
nations 
which could have* the effect of 
superseding constitutional law’. It 
is a current controversial question 
in the Congress and one which 
will draw’ considerable attention 
in the future
